Pittsburgh iron mills are paying out millions every week to em- 


ployees the biggest pay roll ever known in that greatest of all iron 
aiinufatturing regions. But that isn't all. Furnaces are blazing 
hot over the entire land and orders are flowing in so fast that .it 
will be impossible to fill them for many months to come. 


The industrial revival is complete and its effect will soon be 


equally felt in ill lines of . trade. Every indication now points to 
the entire fulfillment of the prediction that the country .would soon 
be entered upon an unprecedented era of prosperity. 
There are 


only two spots on this sun of promise, hints of increasing labor trou- 
ble! and an early ending of the European war. Just how .imminent 
either is can not be safely predicted. There are not lacking Signs, 
however, that with heavily increased employment and concessions 
made labor is more contented than was the case several months 
baek and there are less-signs of general strikes and disturbances. 
While on the other hand it would not likely be amiss to 
assume 


that not before far into next year will the European conflict reach 
anything like a decisive stage. It is true, that outside of the steady, 


' hot small advance, the French are making, the advantage 


c»n be counted as all on the side of. the Austro-German forces, but 
it is likely that winter ,so near at band, will bring on a dead-lock, 
to be broken and determined by a spring campaign. As a matter of 
fact, peace ought not to affect the course of commercial.affairs in 
this country, but it is* to be feared it will, since business is a coward 
and it always falters and shrinks before new conditions, ever fear- 
ful of the unknown. At the worst, though, that can lie for a time, 
•with th« eventutation of peace, and with that our prosperity ought 
to become all the greater for. Europe will then need more of what 
we produce than she is buying now, a thousand-fold more in diver- 
»ity, and, at the same time, she will be the less equipped to Sell us 
that which we might buy from her.

next time and tell ns who is legally responsible for that bursted res- 
ervoir? That is the burning issue of the hour, not the failure of 
somebody to approve flood wall plans that arc altered with every 
change of the moon.
